Dear Sir: Some persons who desire the ruin and destruction of 
the Burley Tobacco Society and who would in accomplishing their 
purpose deliver the Tobacco growers bound hand and foot into the 
power of the Tobacco Trust are through newspapers and on the 
stump demanding that a 75 per cent clause be inserted in the pledge. 

Since there may be honest men who honestly believe that such a 
clause should be in the pledge, we take this means of telling you why 
those who have your interests at heart and whom you have chosen to 
protect your property did not and could not insert in the 1!*10 pledge 
a 7."> per cent clause. 

The first pledge contained a per cent clause, and we learned by 
experience that there is danger in such a clause. 

When we took legal steps against mon who broke their pledges 
some lawyers who could make the worse cause appear the better 
would take the ground that we did not have the required per cent. 
In a community where officers of the law and public Mntimeul were 
in the favor of pooling, the verdict would be for the Society. In 
communities where the officers of the law and pubic sentiment were 
against pooling, the oerdict woidd be for the man who broke his 
pledge. In this way the loss of the pooled tobacco worked hardship 
:o the honest memhers. Seeing the difficulty that it made, our law- 
yers iidvi>cd u> not to put a per cent c lauscin subsequent contracts. 

We include in this circular a letter from Col. .Ino. K. Allen giv- 
ng his opinion on this subject.

The only reason that we have not 7"> 01 
85 per cent in the 1900 pool is that selfish or short-sighted men claim- 
ing to be the growers' friends made war on us during the last pooling 
and confused and misled the people. Don't be misled th 



time. 

Extending the time of declaring the pool to November 1st give- 
two boards the opportunity to pass on it. The old board has the rifchl 
to declare the pool off prior to October 1st. if in their judgment the-, 
deem it best. The new hoard, elected about October 1st and repre 
senting the will of those who have just elected them, will have th. 
right to declare the pool off on or before November 1st.

Sometimes Thst Method Is Preferable 
to Paste— How It Is 

Accomplished. 

'You never heard of tacking on 
II paper?

That's 
where the fine art of tacking on pa 
per, as we practice It, comes In. 
There's a pattern on the paper and 
sure to be here and there more or less 
dark places In the coloring and we 
simply drive the tacks In the dark 
spots, where they don't show."

All road builders are now engaged 
In trying to devise a road which will 
stand motor tralllc. Many cew meth- 
ods have beeu tiled with varying de- 
grees of success, but none of them 
seems to be perfectly satisfactory.

Texas was the 
first state to become interested in the 
novel substitute for wheat flour, and 
sent samples of it, togethei with various 
kinds of cake and pastry made of it, to 
the Texss Congressmen at Washington, 
where the new articles of food received 
the highest prize from epicures. Since 
When much experimenting has been done 
lllli the meal, and the concluslo 1 reach- 
ed that the best results are reached by 
mixing it with about fifty per cent of 
ordinary flour, thereby reducing the 
usual richness with which the meal is 
imbued.

Woman Gave Is The 

Stars In Our Flag.

The actual facts in regard to the in- 
troduction of the stars in the blue field 
*)i our flag are obscure. But it is a 
coincidence, at least that Washing- 
ton's coat of arms contains both stars 
and stripes. 

While we do not positively know to 
whom belongs the distinction of origin- 
ally designing the adopted form of the 
flag, little if any doubt, exists in regard 
to the maker of the first "official" 
standard of the I'nited States. It is a 
well-established fact that in July, 17*6, 
a committee of Congress, consisting of 
I General Washington, Robert Morris 
" and Colonel Ross, called upon Mrs. 
Betsy Koss, a Seamstress residing in 
ArchStreet, Philadelphia, and arran- 
ged with her to make one or more Hags 
from a rough sketch which they had 
brought with them. 

The stars in this drawing were six- 
oointed, after the English pattern 
Mrs. Ross, with a woman's appreciation 
of what was fitting, suggested that 
these be changed to five-pointed stars, 
according to the French custom. Cen- 
•ral Washington himself made the 
change and drew a corrected design 
for the flag while seated In Mrs. Ross': 
back parlor. The Mag thus designed 
was made up, and when submitted to 
Congress was at once unofficially ad- 
opted— Thk New Idea Woman's Mag- 
azine for July.

claimed, and it would necessitate, if the same clause were contained 
in the 1910 pledge, a great deal of trouble and expense and Investi- 
gation in order to prove that we bad the necessary percentage pooled.

HAVE SCHOOL FOR BHIDE 

English Institution That Really Has a 
Great Deal to Be Said In 
Its Favor. 

A school for brides is the latest Eng- 
lish educational enterprise and as the 
brides are taught domestic economy 
and housewifery there ought to be re- 
joicing in that country of unskilled 
cooks and Incompetent housekeepers. 

The new school calls Itself the Col- 
lege of Housecraft, and though it lo 
founded In tbe hope that newly mar- 
ried young women and girls about to 
enter matrimony will patronize It, It 
1b open to other women. At present 
beBldea prospective brides there are 
ordinary middle class girls who have 
been well educated and are trained in 
sports and accomplishments but are 
lacking in rudimentary knowledge of 
home making. In many cases they are 
planning to go to the colonies or to 
I take some position In domestic service 
after they have gained a knowledge of 
housewifery. 

The college Is arranged like a reg 
ular house and run without any serv- 
ants. The pupils do all tbe work. Six 
months is the full course, but shorter 
terms are arranged as In the case of 
the society women, while lome stu- 
dents are allowed to come aa day 
workers or can attend special classes. 

The students wear a plain uniform 
of brown linen with mob cap and 
linen apron in the morning and of 
brown cashmere with muslin cap and 
apron In the afternoon. They aleep 
in little curtained cublclea, but those 
who wish It can bare separate bed- 
rooms at an additional charge of 11.2$ 
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the appeal otad.

Ouly the wise and un 
selfish mother will realize tbat tbere 
comes a time when she must with 
draw from tbe growing boy and let 
him grow forth Into the man's world, 
where she will only misunderstand 
should she follow. 

"We older folks live In the past and 
worship the truths consecrated by age. 
but a boy nnturally lives in the fu 
ture. The very fact that a law, wheth- 
er physical or ethical, Is old Is Just 
why he wants to test its strength. 

"You find It first when the boy 
chafes tit i> 1 rental authority and scoffs 
at family traditions, but if you are 
wise you will let him alone. He Is 
manufacturing manhood. It Is only 
the lad who questions and wonders 
nnd Insists upon settling things for 
himself that nmounts to anything 
worth while 

"Above all things, be careful that 
you do not condemn him for deeds 
whose motives were right and pure 
His Ideas may be different from yours,

These bows were too short to 
of much use, and only a small por 
Uou of the troop* were armed with

vThe Romans brought the bow to 
Britain, where It at once obtained fa- 
yofcand during the middle ages was 
Oflhtsively used, forming an Impor- 
tant weapon of the armies of that 
period. The English archers were said 
to be the finest lu the world, and their 
skill de/ded the battles of Orecy, I'ol- 
tfikrs and Aglueourt. The bows used 
w*re of two klnds-the longbow and 
the arbalest, or crossbow. The arbalest 
W»s made of steel or horn and was of 
such strength and stillness that It was 
■ssary lo use some mechanical ap- 
pliance to bend It and adjust Un- 
string. The arbalesters carried quiv- 
ith fifty arrows and were placed 
• van of the battle.— St. James'
